Employment was 
abundant and remunerative. Money 
•was pU-ntiful, and failures compara- 
tively unknown. Californiana wore 
proud of the Golden State, and scout 

* ed the, idea that it could ever be visited 
• ; by hard times or commercial declension. 
' The' unhappy fact is present with us 
■ ' that no part of the "Union is at this 

moment bo unprosperous as are tlin 
Pacific States. The Clearing-house re- 
turns of San. Francisco, are tlie • only 
ones that show a decrease of business. 
. "■ -In all other large cities tluTO is a re- 
' vival of trade that is truly remarkable. 
It appears, further, that there were 
last year but 0,658 failures in the 
United States, with liabilities aggregat 
ing S98.00U,00()." .VIri^It578 the failures 
were 10,47.8,Vwilli']iab'ilitie3-'of $234,- 
OOPjOpO. V The decrease for 1879 was, 
■therefore," very large, being in numbers 
3,820, and in habiliLios $130,000,000. 
Nothing could bo more convincing 
proof than theso figures of the reality 
of the wave of returning prosperity 
which last year swept over the whole 

• ;'• ;county, .with the exception of the Paci- 
" -f^.fic Statte.;/;That tho wave did not in- 
clude the latter, is- shown . with equal 
clearness by the statistics. For e.x- 
ample, we e.xamine the distribution of 
failures for 1879, and find it to be as 
follows : In the Eastern States I in 
85, in th^ -Middle .'Statea ;every 
100, in the Southern States 1 in every 
93, ih tltH Western States I in every 
159, the Pacific States and Territories 1 
in every 45. This is an extraordinary 
showing, that should engage the serious 
attention of every thinking man. 

■ There exiate no re»l,nec<^ity, for this 
cpmmerciai 'declension, Crops have 
■'been good, and have realized more 
than average prices. The material re- 
sources of the State are as abundant as 
they ever were. But there is a lack of 
confidence in each other. Tiio exis-

To THE Editor of The Colonist: 
Sir — As this suliject is now under con- 
sideration, let us see what the trouble 
is and • how to remedy it, for. from the 
published reports the rates don't bring 
in enough money to pay running ex 
penses. This seems to arise from two 
causes. First, according to the reports 
published by the various Water Com- 
missioners, there has been a great deal 
"of money wasted, through i bad ■.manage- 
ment when the water works were being 
■ constructed; but as .it was not done 
intentionally we cannot blame anyone 
in particular for it. Second, when the 
water was first BU])plied to the public 
every house using it was charged a 
dollar a month. This did not produce 
enough money, and then it was discov- 
ered that some houses used agreat 
deal more than others, and they were 
charged an^ extra price; but it was 
done uuder no regular system, so that 
Bome did not pay theii' fair share for 
the quantity UNcd. This did not make 
it self supjiorting. In one section ot 
tbe. Wat'er Supply Act, power is given 
to make a person who does' not take 
the water pay half-price for it if the 
pipes happen to pa.ss by his property ; 
and though this is the law it does not 
make it either . jubt or right. From 
some unknown cause this part of the 
Act has never been • jmt into force. 1 
have always understood that if a per- 
son paid for the goods which hs receiv- 
ed, that was all the law required of 
him , but when you arc called on to 
pay for what you never received, this 
is a new idea in political economy, 
and it will'not work very satisfactorily, 
and I very much doubt whether any 
cjurt of equity, if there is suchatbing 
in existence,' would ever , attempt to 
compel a person to pay for that which 
ho had never received, Sbiiae coiitend 
that when the water pipes pass by any 
one's pro])erty that it makes that ' pro- 
perty of more value. This I deny, for 
if I wanted to sell my property, I could 
hot get one dollar more for it because 
the water pipes pass by it. I have 
always understood that the water was 
for the use of the puljlic, and not to 
enhance the value of property. If it 
is, let the property pay for it, or at 
least pay a portion of it. Oh J but see 
how useful it is in case of a tire ; and 
so it may bo in some cases, but all the 
water ih all the pipes within a quarter 
of a mile of my house would not last a 
fire-engine five minutes to use, if there 
was* any way, of making use of it. 
Hence tho only way I can see to raise 
money enough to make up the deficien- 
cy, is to levy a tax of so much per cent. 



on all real flitate, improved and unim- 
proved, and collect it the same us tho 
other taxes, in all parts of the city 
where the pipes are laid. This would 
reach everyone and would make it fair 
and equitable to all parties?, and no 
reasonable person could object to it. 
But to try to satisfy unreasonable peo- 
ple that would be impossible, for they 
would most probably object to pay any 
tax whatsoever. And then charge 
every person tiiking the water- so much 
a month for what he uses. The failure 
of the tax on it^surance companies 16 
years ago ought to be enough to con- 
vince any one that the authorities 
cannot put a tax on one part of the 
community and omit nnotlior part. It 
must be placed on all in equal propor- 
tion. The Legislature in 1866 put a 
tax of one-eight per cent, on the re- 
ceipts of the insurance companies, but 
they did not pay it, for they charged 
the tax on all their customers. You 
could not insure unless you paid it. At 
first thtise who did not insure escaped 
altogether; and when thf insui'cd ])ra 
perty-owners saw that they were pay- 
ing §10 to $20 taxes every year more 
than others, instead of repealing this 
unjust law they passed another law to 
make all house property which was not 
insured pav the same amount, and they 
have paid it ever since, though there are 
only a few who know it. As for myself, 
I paid this unjust tax into ••' the^:; City 
Treasury for 6 or 7 years before my 
property was included within the city 
limits, and I suppose that it would 
liavo been all the .same if tho property 
had been in New York so long as 1 
paid the insurance in this city. This 
insurance tax was a speoies- of income 
tax, and to make it fair and equal it 
ought to have been put on the incomes 
of every other calling, business or pro 
fcssion within the city.

.Sir — Since my communication of tho 
4th inst. I have thought of several 
plans to alleviate the evils of a strike, 
and of the many the following sooms 
tlie most feasible and also tlie most 
reasonable of any: It is that tho min- 
ers and the coal companies adopt what 
is known as the slidinp-scale. For in- 
stance, say in the form of resolutions: 

Resolved — 1st. That all coal not less 
than 2 ft. 9 in, nor more than 4 ft. 6 
in. perpendicular height shall 'be . dug 
for §1 per ton as now, 

2nd, That all coal not less than 4 ft. 
6 in, nor more than 6 ft, 6 in. perpen- 
dicular height shall be dug for 90 cents 
per ton. 

3rd. That all coal not less' that 6 ft, 
6 in. i)erpcndicular height shall b« dug 
for SO cents per ton. 

4th. That all stalls shall be distri- 
buted by drawing, each stall being nuin- 
beredj and a.re-diatribution rshall take 
place' eVery 30 ot 6() days.^ ? - 

5th. That dyery miner shall, work 
the stall which falls to his lot 'and no 
other. ' 

These are only suggestions and each, 
I have no doubt, could be amended at 
any- getieral meeting of , the ^miners. I 
think it would be well to provide for 
low coal as well as high coal, and it 
should be remembered that if the coal 
is low it is not tho fault of the miner; 
therefore, he should not bo made to 
suffer for a fault not in anyway his 
own, ' • ■ 

I certainly shall feel proud if by any 
suggestion I make we can arrange '"to 
get to work on an amicable and. just 
remuneration. 

Hoping to be excused for thus tres- 
passing upon your good nature, but 
knowing as I do that your columns are 
ever open to fraternize those who are 
at enmity with each other, even if it is 
employer and employe. '

Lo.NDON, Jan. 29. — A good deal has 
been said privately of lato about tho 
alleged reluctance of the Princess 
Louise to return to Canada. So long 
as talk of that sort was private only 1 
preferred not to repeat it. Notliing 
could be less gracious than to represent 
a young wife . as ,unwillingr:itOv" rejoin 
her husband, arid thii"ia the "construc- 
tion which might easily be put upon 
her hesitation. But this matter has 
been made public by newspaper com- 
ment, so it only remains to s.iy — at 
the risk of irritating our Canadian 
frie^ii^g^that^h^u^^wiito^ 
did riot wish to go Vack, but riot true 
that domestic leasons have anything 
to do with her aversion to tho journey. 
What the Princess dislikes is, to put 
it tduntly, tho society of Ottawa or 
rather, the want of society. She is 
passionately-attached to England, and 
to London above all. She cares for 
literature, for art, for music, for con- 
versation. She is herself one of the 
cleverest women in England, and one 
of the most cultivated. She haunts 
studies and concerts, and drawing- 
rooms where good talk is to ha had, to 
which she contributes her - full share, 
riere.tdie led a full and beautiful life. 
What is there in Ottawa to "^pmpaie 
with it 1 If the estimable people of 
iliat excellent ca])itiU will but think of 
it for a moment, they have no reason 
to be angry because a young and bril- 
liant women prefers life in one of the 
most brilliant cities of tho world to 
life ill the chief city of — I was going 
to say a wilderness ; and wildernesn it 
is if you look only for those retinc- 
iiients and ornaments of existence 
which to women aro more dear than 
more substantial merits. 

There are stories floating about of 
passionate entreaties by the Princess 
for liberty to remain in England, and 
stern refusals by her mother. To the 
Queen, life has not perhaps much poe- 
try left in it. She sees that the 
[ilacc of the Princess is with her hus- 
band, and she is a woman capable of 
suppressing jiersonal feelings relentless- 
ly, and enforcing political duties upon 
her children in the most austdro spirit 
of th" sovereign. If the reports that 
make their way over here from Canada 
are to be credited, such loyalty as there 
is among the Canadians clings about 
tho person of the Princess Ivouihe 
ratber tban about her husband, th(! 
Governor-General iind Viceroy. I hear 
of men and women following the Prin- 
cc.is in the streets and watching for 
her at the corners only to touch the 
hem of her robe. Is that true '! I 
know, at any rate, that one eminent 
Radical of the Dominion, who has no 
love to spare for royalty in any shape, 
said that they« could deal easily enough 
with tho Viceroy, ' biit the Princess 
was a power. The eminent Radical 
did not wish her to be a power. He 
would be better pleased if she had her 
will and lived here in London. I half 
guessed that ho was himself not in- 
sensible to the - charm and authority 
which tho Princess — because she''i.s a 
Princess and because she is a woman- 
wields over tho simple folk of the St. 
Lawrence Province.s. But hs believes 
that ovciy year of her stay tighieiis 
the bond between the colony and the 
Crown. And ho does not wislivto see 
it tightened, but loosened. If the Prin- 
cess knew that such feelings prevailed 
among her mother's Canadian subjeuls 
it might almost reconcile her to whiit 
she now looks on as a banishment. For 
she is. after all, if her friends' testi- 
mony may be taken, a woman capable 
of loving BOinething on a larger scale 
than pictures and music; a, woman 
with much of tho Royal nature and 
love of reigning, which comes to Iiei* 
rightfully by birth ; with unusual 
force . of character and courage for 
great enterprises. If she once con- 
ceived the notion of playing a great 
part in America it is -possible enough 
she might change what now seems tlie 
inevitable course of events in the Do- 
minian of Canada, and keep it Imper- 
ial long'aftcr the time when it now 
promises to becbnie RHpublican.

The labor on 
the present daily paper involved in 
typo-settiug, printing, reporting, edit 
ing, correspondence and the thousands 
of incidentals, is greater than anybody 
outside an olfice can imagine. The 
teh'rjrnph bills of to day svould have 
iiuicie a manager faint a few years ago. 
There has been a steady and amazing 
improvement in newspapers during tho 
past decide with no increase whatever 
of ])rice. and it is among tho possibles 
that when tho general rise of material 
begins to be seriously felt by ]>ublish- 
ers, as it soon must, a rise in jirico may 
have to follow. It would not bo mak- 
ing peoi)hi pay more for* their i)aper 
than they used to.

' Tho Sastractiea'bf TT&nobiivsr 
ooal Oo.'s "Works. 

By the arrival of tho steamship Victoria 
early yesterday morning details came to 
hand concerning the destructive fire at 
the Vancouver Coal Oo, 'a .'works at Na- 
naimo. A few minutes before 5 o'clock 
on Thursday morning sraoko was observ- 
ed to bo issuing from the company's ma- 
chine and repairing shtips, and in a very 
short space of time flames burst out and 
the three shops and adjacent engine-house 
were envelopedm sheets of fire. A strong 
wind from tlie ndrtliwest was • prevailing, 
and within an hour and a-half from tho 
time the fire was discovered the buildings 
were burned to tho ground. Tliey were 
all extensive structure!,, fitted with tho 
best class af machiuer}', and were erected 
at a very heavy cost to the company. A 
portion of the tools and stores were saved, 
buiall the heavy machinery and a lathe 
' — stated to have been the most valuable 
and complete in tho Province — were total- 
ly destroyed. The long railway bridge 
connecting with the works took firo in 
several places, and had it not "been for 
tho strenuous and praiseworthy efforts of 
the fii-o brigade and citizens it, too, would 
have boon entirely consumed. Tho loss 
is roughly estimated at from §30,000 to 
§40,000 and, so far as can bo ascertained, 
tho property was not insured with any 
agency in this Province. It i.i possible, 
however, that the loss is partially cover- 
od by insiu-;uico in England. The origin 
of tho fire has not been traced; but tho 
circumstances surrounding it -will bo fully 
investigated. Tho shops wore built in 
tho year 1865. One of them wa.-i a largo 
two-story Htructuro, liaving a frontage of 
about 40 feet and a depth of nearly 200 
feet. This was used principally as a storo- 
house and contained a vast quantity of 
material which had boon accumulating for 
many years past. Anioiig.st tho cnntuiits 
were several hundred kog.f of blasting 
powder which wore fortunately roniovod 
just in time to prevent a terrific e.^plosion 
which would have inevitably resulted in 
groat loss of life and incalculable damage 
to property. One of tho other biiildinga 
was used as a blacksmith's .shop and was 
fitted with seven or eight forges. Tho 
third structure consisted of two stories, 
surmounted by a boU-towor containing 
the company's clock. In this building a 
large quantity of hay, feed and other ccun- 
jbuBtiblofroatteri was stored, a fact which 
accounts ih a measure for tho rapid pro- 
gress of the firo. A substantial wall built 
of stone separated the engine-houso from 
the works, but it failed to prevent tho 
flames spreading, Tho stoauisliip Vic- 
toria, with a cargo of cnal on board for 
San FranciscOii.'was lying alongside tho 
wharf whon tlie Bro^broko out. She hauled 
out itUotho streaM/and Capt. H.iyward 
ordered his crow-oshore to assist in check- 
ing the conflagrationi v.- .

Cornwall %oa'. cattle: were'4doing,ifairly, 
although a considerable humb'er'havo died 
within tho past few weeks. From Clin- 
ton to Sponce's Bridge sleighing is good, 
but from the latter place to Yale there 
was from ono to three feet of new snow 
on the road. At Cliina Bluff there was 
an extensive snow-slide and a gang of 
men were engaged -shovellihg to enable 
the stage to p.ass. ' Another slide' existed 
at tho 8-milo hill completely obstructing 
travel, but by this time it ha.i probably 
bee~n cut through. On tho Sth inst. 
rain fell at Boston Bar and at Yale 
on the 9th instant. From tho 
latter place to Fort Hope travel is ex- 
ceedingly difficult and passengers who 
arrivctl hero yesterday on board tho 
Western Slope wero compelled to make 
no less than seven portages. Mr. J. 
Edwards, who arrived at New West- 
minster from Kamloops on Thursday, 
brought down witlihim a Chinese prisoner, 
committed for trial at Ashcroft for cutting 
an Indian woman with an ax. Tho up- 
country mails and cxpres.s havo reached 
New Westminster and will arrive hero 
to-day. 

Feo.m Fraser River. — The steamer 
Western Slope arrived here yesterday af- 
ternoon from Fi-ascr River with a small 
quantity of freight and eleven passengers. 
On the trip up she proceeded to a point a 
little below Sumass, where she transferr- 
ed 28 miners, bound for Skagot, to tho 
steamer Gertrude which boiit convoyed 
them to a point half a mile below Farr's 
L;>nding. Hero they took sleighs and to- 
bogans and travelled to Fort Hope. The 
ground is covered with about three feet 
of snow on which the late frost lias form- 
ed a crust which rotidor.s travel good. 
Above Farr's Landing the ice is ra- 
pidly decaying and a few days warn) 
weather ; /would'. .;thaw .- it >'out ; 'and 
leave the Tivbr open. The steamer 
Royal City got up steam on Thursday 
and Ca|)t. Irving and crow wore clearing 
away the rotten ice surrounding her. She 
will reach New Westmiustor in the course 
of a day or two. The steamer Gertrude 
is tied up below Sumass ready to connect 
with tho Western Slope on her next" trip 
from this port.

Addrseooa of Conssrvatlvo an4Liboral 

L0ail'37B. . 

ENGIiAND. 

London, Marc'j' 11.— rTba Marquis 
of Hariington Im.s issiued tbe following 
address to the electors of Northeaat 
3/ancn.sl)ire, which constitutes a inani- 
febto of tho Liberal party ; — " I seek to 
evade no issuo.s which the Government 
can raise, but it is ueuessaryjthat they 
Bhould bo plainly stated aha that others 
which Lord Bcaconstield evades bfl 
brought lieforo you. I know of no 
parly which cliallcngea the expediency 
of the Imijcrinl elinracler of ilie realm 
or which has attempted to euftieblo the 
Colonies by a policy of decomposition. 
If tho Colonies arc now more loyal and 
willing to undertake the common re- 
epon-iibility of burtion.s which must bo 
borne by all innmber.s of the great Em- 
pire it is duo to self governing institu- 
tions and the principles of self-reliance 
which they received from Liberal states- 
men. No patriotic purpose is served 
by exaggerated languaj;e in' describing 
the agitu tioii 'f or ' hom'e r ule'. ' Any con- 
cession, any impracticablo demand, 
would be mischievous to all three 
Icinsdoms. The aggrnssivc Homo Ru- 
lers must be met by lirni consistent re- 
si.stance and by proof that the Imperial 
Parliament is willing to grant every 
reasonable and just demand of the 
Irish for equal law.s and institutions." 

Hartingtou di.scussos the educational 
question and says that much yot re- 
main.s to bo doiio before wo can hope 
to convince Ireland of tho impartiality 
of Fariiaraent in removing the iiir 
equalities of laws. Au to Beacona- 
tield's claim to have maintained the 
peace of Europe he say.s that tho de- 
clared object of the ascendency of Eng. 
land in European, affairs has been 
frustrated by the aggrandisement of 
Russia and the destruction of the in- 
dejiendenco of Turkfty. The Anglo- 
Turkish Convention is a dead letter. 
Thus the Government's policy has fail- 
ed, but England'.s immense responsibili- 
ties remain. The African war brought 
neither honor nor odvantage. The 
Government destroyed in Afghanistan 
a nation important to the safety of her 
Indian frontier. The Government has 
involved India in immense expense for 
the present and future at a time when 
her iinancf'8 can only be balanced by a 
reduction of thu necessary public works. 
The Liberals wero more sincere and 
successful than the present Govern- 
ment in securing the just influence of 
England in Europe. Beacontifield's 
Turkish and Gladstone's Belgian policy 
may he contrasted. The Government 
in asikiug the re-c.stablislanent of Eng- 
land's ascendency fails to designate the 
purpose of that influence. A restless 
and undecided foreign policy, has stag- 
nated internal reforms ancf produced 
financial confusion. He criticises the 
imbecility of the Government in re- 
gard to tho distribution of land and its 
small regard for the labors of the leg- 
islature, lie say.s that the C'hanoellor 
of the E.'Ccliequcr mu.st cxjilain how a 
deficit accumulated during three years 
shall be dealt • with and must either 
confess that the Governmeiit shrinks 
from a.sking the people to pay the an- 
nual charge of their policy or ask 
sacrilicn.s from tax[)ayers which would 
grievously chock tho reviving trade 
and industry. When the Ministers 
entered ollioe the finances were emi- 
nently satisfactory. Had electors been 
benelited or burdened by the change 
of policy ? 

London', March 11. — The following 
address has been issued by Sir StatTord 
Northcote to the electors of North 
Devon: — The duration of the present 
Parliament has been long, but ita age 
is not to be measured by the ^number 
of years it sat so much as by the im- 
))ortauce af events which have occurred 
during its existunee. Throughout a 
period of uncommon difficulty and an.x- 
iety it has ufiheld tin honor of ' the 
country and vindicated its claims to its 
proper rank and .influence among na- 
tioQs. . Ijs.has rec^yed at the hands of 
tbe natiou 'generdas'recognition t)f its 



■patriotic laintis.- "-•Its''; foreign, colonial 
and 'Homestici' policies have all been ani. 
mated. by tho same spirit and the same 
determination to uphold the greatness, 
integrity and constitution of the Em- 
pire, arm to knit together the various 
races who acknowledge the sovereignty 
of , the Queen...^^ ^ It has labored. to divert 
war and has siiccessfully 'striven to the 
limits of its range to prevent complica- 
tions which would havo been menacing 
to tho particular interests of the coun- 
try and the general peace of Europe. 
It has emphatically proclaimed the 
national deterini.Qati9;n.^.tc>.-. maintain, 
strength en and defend the Colonial and 
Indian! Empire. It has earnestly pro- 
moted measures for tho advancement 
of the true interests of Ireland, while 
it has steadily resisted proposals tend- 
ing to weaken the ties which bind the 
United>K.ingdom. In domestic legis- 
latiotiit has kept in view the import- 
ance of arriving at th« general good of 
the community. It has been able to 
effect substantial improvements inraany 
laws ufTecting tho great industrial 
classes after a period of commercial de- 
pression a.lmosb . unez&tnpled and of 
grave agricultural'lbssos during which 
we havo had to incur the expense of 
defending our interests in throe difier- 
ent quarters of tho globe.
